DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 13-22 are allowed. Claims 13 and 18 are the independent claims. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art of record is US Patent No. 4,572,258 to Mischel. 

3. Mischel discloses a descaler head comprising a rotatable central support shaft 
(14); a plurality of pairs of disc-shaped plates (26, 22, 24) mounted on said shaft (14) for 
rotation therewith, each said plate having a pair of diametrically disposed deformed 
sections (28) directed in opposite directions relative to each other; and a plurality of 
descaler parts (18) mounted via rods (30) peripherally of and between said pair of disc- 
shaped plates (22, 24, 26) at a distance from said shaft (14), each said descaler part 
(18) extending outwardly of said pair of disc-shaped plates with said descaler parts 
mounted on said deformed sections (28) being longitudinally offset relative to the 
remainder of said descaler parts (18) whereby upon rotation of said shaft said descaler 
parts descale overlapping sections on a surface to be descaled (Col. 1 , Lines 43-62 and 
Col. 2, Lines 36-67, Figs. 2, 3, and 5). 

4. No prior art of record discloses a descaler head comprising: a plurality of pairs of 
disc-shaped plates mounted on a shaft for rotation therewith, each said plate having a 
pair of diametrically disposed deformed sections directed in opposite directions relative 
to each other, each said deformed section being twisted about an axis passing through 
a center of said respective plate.

5. Furthermore, there is no combinable teaching in the prior art of record that would 
reasonably motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to so modify the teachings of 
Mischel, and thus, for at least the foregoing of reasoning, the prior art of record does not 
render obvious the present invention as set forth in independent claims 13 and 18.
